(\d. the C. A. D. Hoard of Direc- 
tors may rest easy, for this is no at- 
tempt on our part to emulate a i er 
tain group of .Southerners down in 
North Carolina but we do mind 
having Southern California take all 
the publicity that rightly belongs to 
Central California and our own San 
Joaquin Valley ! ) 

But, all jesting aside, we really wish 
we had some of those Southerners and 
Northerners among us more often. 
We are right in the path of tourist 
travel up and down the State — why 
don't we take advantage of that some 
way ? Not in the usual commercial 
way, but rather in an educational, as 
well as social, sense. ' For instance, 
many prominent deaf men and women

The deaf of several Stales have 
already established and air Supporting 
SUCh homes. There is one in New 
York, one in Pennsylvania, one in 
Ohio and one in Illinois, all of which 
have proved a blessing Io the old peo- 
ple sheltered in them. The deaf of 
Indiana, Missouri, Iowa, Minnesota 
and perhaps of other States, are raising 
money lor the same pur|iosc.
